Tne National Convention. 

There will he 1,002 delegates in the 
Democratic National Convention, or 
1,008 if the representatives from the 
Phlippines are seated, says the New 
York World. In the Republican con- 
vention there will be 992 delegates. 

This difference in number is due to 
Territorial representation. The Demo- 
cratic convention allows six delegates 
each to Alaska, Arizona, District of 
Columbia, Hawaii, New Mexico and 
Porto Rico. In the Republican conven- 
tion only Alaska, New Mexico and 
Arizona are allowed six delegates. 
The others, including the Philippines, 
have two each. In other respetcs the 
basis of representation is the same— 
every State having two delegates for 
each elecroral vote. 

The unit in the Democratic conven- 
tion is the State, in the Republican 
convention, the Congressional district. 
Hence a Democratic State convention 
can instruct all the delegates from 
that State to vote for a particular can- 
didate. A Republican State conven- 
tion can instruct only the four dele- 
gates-at-large, and each Congressional 
district can instruct its own two dele- 
gates as it pleases. Democraatic 
national convention recognize the unit 
rule, by which when so authorized by 
a State convention, a majority of the 
deiegates from that State can vote the 
entire delegation as a unit. Thus forty 
delegates from New York can cast 
New York’s seventy-eight votes. Re- 
publican national conventions do not 
recognize the unit rule. The vote of 
every delegate is counted. 

In a Democratic national convention 
the votes of two-thirds of the delegates 
are necessary to nominate a candidate. 

In a Republican convention a majori- 
ty nominates. 

The two-third rule was adopted by 
the first Democratic national conven- 
tion held in 1832 in order to give a 
semblance of unanimity in the nomina- 
tion Van of Buren for Vice President. 
Polk’s supporter's revived it »n 1844 in 
order to defeat Van Buren’s renomina- 
tion for President. The rule has been 
adhered to. in every Democratic con- 
vention since that time. Its purpose 
is often defeated however, by the unit 
rule, which makes it actually possible 
for a little more than one-third of the 
deiegates to nominate the candidates 
through the simple process of allowing 
a majority of one in each State delega- 
tion to vote the minority. 

Thus a Republican national conven- 
tion may be more representative and 
more democratic than a Democratic 
convention. 

The national convention is the most 
distinctly original American contribu- 
tion to the art of government. It is a 
product of evolution and with as no 
iegal status. 

The men who framed the Constitu- 
tion made no provision tor nominating 
candidates, and, in fact, had never 
heard of nominations. It was their in- 
t-mti >n that the electors should chose 
the President uninfluenced by popular 
passion of prejudice. There were no 
parties or party organizations, and 
everything was left to the wisdom of 
the electors, who were to be chosen by 
the State in whatever manner the 
States pleased. 

Before Washington’s administration 
had ended two parties had formed, and 
nominating machinery was soon provid- 
ed in a Congressional caucus, by which 
the Conrgessmen of each party select- 
ed the candidate and the electors rati- 
fied this selection. Thus the legisla- 
tive department virtually chose the ex- 
ecutive in spite of all constitutional 
precautions to keep the departments 
independent. 

The Congressional caucus lasted un- 
til 1824, when the Jackson men bolted 
the nomination of Crawford. The 
overthrow of “King Caucus” was 
populaily regarded as the greatest 
political reform since the establishment 
of the Republic. 

The early national conventions were 
hardly more than conferences, the first 
having been held in 1831 by supporters 
of Clay. There are thousands of men 
still living who were on their way to 
manhood before the national 



other nation. Indeed, more so, for 
while government is forever flouted, 
there is no case on record in which a 
Presidential elector ever refused to 
vote for the candidate nominated by 
the national convention of his party. 

ShameUpon the Republican Party 

In the House of Representatives 
John Sharp Williams, the Democratic 
leader, issued a challenge to Mr. Payne, 
the Republican leader. Shaking his 
forefinger at Mr. Payne, Mr. Williams 
said: “Here I stand to challenge you 
that every dollar that goes into a cam- 
paign fund shall be published to the 
world the day after it is received so 
that the world may know the motive 
of the giver and may judge the means 
of coripution in the hands of ific recip- 
ient.” Referring to this incident, 
Henry Watterson, writing in the Louis- 
ville Courier-Journal, says: 

“The silence that followed could be 
heard three thousand miles. It would 
be heard from Buzzards’ Bay to Crator 
Lake— from the Dome of the Capitol 
on the Potomac to the Lick Oberserva- 
ory in Santa Clara Valley— as Mr. 
Payne, tired of leading the majority, 
sank helplessly into the abyss of con- 
fession, daring not to accept the chal- 
lenge. That single passage tells the 
whole story. ‘Never mind the past,’ 
said Mr. Williams, ‘The Presiaential 
rape of 1876 ; the crisp new two dollar 
bills and blocks of five, of 1880; Bel- 
shazzar’s feast, in 1884; the whole- 
sale bribery and spoliation of 1896 and 
1900 and 1904, when widows and or- 
phans were plundered to make a Mc- 
Kinley and Roosevelt holiday ! Never 
mind the denials and the proof of guilt! 
Never mind the stealing, the lying and 
the hpyocrisy that have been. Let 
bygones be bygones! What do you 
say to the future? What will you do?’ 
And poor Payne could utter never a 
word. Nor, in all that house full of 
Republicans was there one voice brave 
enough, one heart honest enough, to 
shout back in defiance— to call Mr. Wil- 
liams’ hand— We will pass the publicity 
bill here and now’ ! Shame upon the 
Republican party ; shame upon its 
leaders; shame, shame, shame!”

false pretense, the bill under discus- 
sion supplied that want. 

“It is horse *play, ” remarked Mr. 
Hardwick, of Georgia. Reduction in 
representation, he said, had no terrors 
for the South. The Republicans, he 
asserted, need not deceive themselves 
on that proposition. 

“Heavy as is the price,” he exclaim- 
ed. “unfair and unjust as"he believed 
it would be to exact this pound of 
flesh, yet if the people of America ever 
do require it they will hnd that the 
South will pay it for the protection of 
its homes and for the preservation of 
its white civilization.” 

Mr. Gillispie, of Texas, warned the 
House that by passing the bili the con- 
dition of the negro would be made 
worse than at present. Mr. Williams, 
of Mississippi, made a vigorous speceii 
against it. 

“The great old party,” he began, 
“has resolved itself into a vaudeville 
stock company.” He charged the Re- 
publicans with not daring to face any 
great pubiic question in a fair and 
straightforward way by combining 
several propositions in one bill. 

“What are you trying to do?” he in- 
quired “Does the gentleman from In- 
diana think he can turn the hands of 
the clock of time back haif a century? 
Does he think he can produce the days 
of the carpet bagger and reconstruc- 
tion in the South once more? Does he 
think the business interests of the 
North will stand for a recurrence of 
the saturnalia?” 

The reduction in representation 
amendment, he declared, had beej add- 
ed to defeat the publicity bill. “You 
nave no idea of reducing the represen- 
tation of California, Massachusetts or 
Connecticut because they disfranchise 
illiteration.” The people of the 
South, he asserted, were willing to 
take the issue. If, he said, it was de- 
sired to ignore the fifteenth amendment 
anil the Republicans were willing to 
restore to Mississippi the power to fix 
her sufferage along radical lines, the 
people of that State were ready for 
the gauntiet. 

“Throw it down whenever you 
please,” he exclaimed, "as to the re- 
duction of our representation in Con- 
gress,” he said, “in God’s name take 
it an welcome to it ; but be honest 
when you do it.” 

Discussing the publicity feature of 
the bill Mr. Williams declared that if 
that proposition should become law, “it 
will damn your Republican party and 
be worse for you than the force hill, 
which defeated Harrison.” It was all 
false pretenses, he declared, and he 
said to the Republicans: 

“Like children you are playing with 
fire in a powder magazine.” He closed 
by asking the Republicans if they 
were “fools enough to believe that the 
South would ever again submit to the 
policies to which she submitted when 
she was weak and helpless.”
